Canada is establishing in Britain 
the biggest garage and workshop in the 
world, and is to do it in the shortest 
possible time. It will be known as No. 1 
Canadian Base. Ordnance Workshop. 
The buildings are being put up, the 
machinery procured, and the tools will 
be the best that money con buy. 

The business of the Workshop will 
be to repair and take care of the equip- 
ment of our army overseas, equipment 
running all the way from tanks and 
motor trucks to delicate radio instru- 
ments, and from guns to binoculars. In 
addition new pieces of equipment will 
be assembled as these come from the 
factories in parts or in knock-down 
condition. 

Obviously, to handle such a wide 
variety of repair and building jobs. 
men of many trades will be required. A 
call has therefore gone out from Otta- 
wa for 1600 men skilled in such work 
and in the use of the machine-tools 
with which it is done. Enlistments are 
being made at centres across the Do- 
minion and it is hoped the full number 
will be obtained quickly. Those joining 
will not have to spend any long period 
of training in Canada. The plan is to 
send the unit overseas just aS Soon as 
it is mobilized. 

While the oversea army has been 
doing garrison duty in Britain mainly, 
its equipment has been subject to the 
wear and tear of hard and continuous 
training, while anti-aircraft batteries 
and some other classes have been in 
action against enemy raiders. For re- 
pairs the Canadian Corps has been 
dependent upon British shops. These 
are to be relieved of this extra duty, 
and the Corps made self-sustained. For 
whatever reason, the object is to get 
the Workshop functioning as soon as 
possible. 

The call for qualified men is there- 
fore immediate and urgent. Men up to 
45 years of age are eligible for this 
vital service. The opportunity to use 
their technical skill so directly in sus- 
taining our fighting forces must make 
a strong appeal to tradesmen of the 
many kinds required.

Control Board Prepares to Pre- ~ 


vent Chiselling on Price, Qual- 
ity and Quantity of Goods 
By B. T. RICHARDSON 

OTTAWA.—One feature of price con- 
trol administration that will come to the 
front sooner or later is contro] of the 
inclination to chisel on the quality of 
goods. Already the War Prices Board has 
laid down the principle that goods of type 
and quality not on sale during the basic 
period shall be sold at an “appropriate” 
price if they are offered for sale. What 
the War Prices Board is seeking here is 
to compel merchants to give value for the 
customer's money. 

When a country such as Canada ties 
up nearly half its productive resources 
in maintaining its war effort and helping 
its allies, the other half must carry alone 
the big burden of maintaining the civilian 
nation. Anyone can sec that the civilian 
population cannot expect to live as well 
as it would if the whole resources of the 
nation were devoted to its welfare. The 
population gets less for its money, and 
there is no way around this fact. The gov- 
ernment cannot protect the public com- 
pletely from the effects of war. Anyone 
who expects, because prices are frozen, 
to live as well a year from now as he 
does today, will find out his mistake. But 
the power of the state, operating through 
the War Prices Board, can protect the 
consumer against chiselling, and the 
board is prepared to undertake it. If one 
examines the new powers of the War 

s Board, he finds three phases of 


1. Price control to prevent price going 
up. This is the stage Canada will enter 
on December 1.

“Now ts the time to do 48 hours 
ef work in 24 to increase man 
power and production of war 
materials,” General Bronislaw 
Duch, commander of the Free 
Polish army im Canada, said in 
his address at the banquet ten- 
dered in his honor at the Canad- 


fan Polish Society hall, 108A 
avenue and 98 street, Saturday 
night. 

The banquet was attended by 


many civic and local army officials 
many of whom also addressed the 
large gathering. General Duch, as~ 
sisted by his aide Lt. V, Czaykow- 
eki, spent two days in Edmonton 
stirring up enthusiasm among the 
Polish citizens to support the war 
to the limit. 

He appealed to the young men to 
enlist with the Canadian forces if 
they are naturalized or 
born, or in the ise of the non- 
naturalized, to join the Free Polish 
forces in Canada of which he is the 
commander. 

“Though you in Canada and the 
United States do not know what 
actua) war is, let me assure you that 
you will only continue enjoying 
that pleasure if Britain can be de- 
fended,’ he warned. That alone will 
save America, he added 

Britain has gained superiority 
in the air, but the land forces’ 
strength is not sufficiently sub- 
stantial at present, he said. 

“We should do everything pos- 
sible to Ymprove those ground 
forces immediately and attack Hit- 
ler while he is busy in the east,” 
the genera] said. 


VOTE OF THANKS 

He praised the unbelievable cour- 
age displayed by the British civil- 
jans during the Battle of Britain. 

(General Duch escaped from 
France to seach Britain on the eve 
of the outbreak of the Battle of 
Britain). 

J. Tworek expressed a vote of 
thanks to the Polish general and to 
the other distinguished guests on 
behalf of the Poles in Edmonton.

Every parent wants her child 
te make 2 good record no matter 
how that record ts tabulusted. It 
makes little difference to her, 
ssually, whether the grades are 
marked 1, 2, 3, ete.. or A. B, C, 
or Satisfactory snd Unsatisfac- 
tory or Almost always, Part 
the time or Hardly ever. What ts 
important to cach parent is that 
her child sliall be capable of 
earning the better grades. 


Now, obviously, because every 
|child differs from every other 
child, such an ideal is impossible 


| to attain.

thing as grades were it not ¢stab- 
lished that some children can do 
better in school than some other 
children. The-hard thing for any 
mother to accept is that her appar- 
ently bright child isn’t always on¢ 
of the best 

But let's acceft it and go from 
there. What happens when the 
child brings home a card that 
marks him good in some studies 
and poor or failing in others? Does 
the parent pounce on him with de- 
rision? Does she scold him for 
being such a poor student? Does 
she offer him rewards for better 
grades nex{ time? Does she pro- 
mise to penalize him if he brings 
home such grades next time? 
She's very apt to do one or all of 
those things if having her son a 
high-ranking student is a matter 
of vital concern to her. 

It will be a matter of vital con- 
cern if she is a little unsure of her- 
self socially. Having her child make 


himself intellectually noticeable 
will be of paramount cofsidera- 
if she feels that socially he 


may have to pull himself up by his 
own beot straps 

A mother may tend to moderate 
her demands if she realizes her 
reasons for disappointment. How- 
ever, it will help even more if she 
knows that the way she reacts has 
much to do with the child’s future 
efforts toward improvement. 

When a child is thoroughly dis- 
couraged by his failures he can- 
not make the effort to succ peed. 
He prefers to make no effort 
rather than to make one that 
might be doomed to further fail- 
ure. He always must feel that he 
has done well but that he can do 
better; thet we have faith in him; 
that he must imvrove his own 
record rather than struggle to 
equal or sufpass the records of 
other children. He should com- 
pete with himself rather than 

against ethers. Such self-compe- 
tition provides the possibility for 
success, rie matter what his indi- 


vidual differences and  incap- 
acities,
